GRANITE CITY — Annexation 
of two unincorporated areas will 
not. be on the April ballot. 

City officials Monday with- 
drew petitions requesting the 
annexation question be put on 
the ballot, said Alan Qrtbals, the 
city’s director of ¢conomic 
development. A hearing, sched- 
uled’ for Tuesday at the Madison 
County Courthouse in Edwards- 
ville, was canceled. 

MAYOR VON DEE CRUSE 
said the withdrawl was caused 
by confusior about a provision of 
the Illinois Municipal Code. 
According to the provision, ‘‘... if 
a majority of the electors favor 
annexation, the described territo- 


ry shall be a_ part of the 
annexing, municipality.” 

“The question was, ‘What con- 
stitutes a majority of the elec- 
tors?’ Cruse said. 

Ortbals said he was told by 
Cal Hudson, of the Illinois Board 
of Elections, that a majority was 
based on the number of voters in 
the. annexation area-in the -elec- 
tion. 

BUT, City Attorney Mark Gol- 
denberg said a majority of elec- 
tors meant a majority of resi- 
dents eligible to vote.

The Courts in this nation are frequently called 
upon to settle disputes involving religious mat- 
ters. Two recent cases will help illustrate that the

In one recent case in Indiana, a divorced father 
petitioned the Court, for more visitation with his 
son. He asked that he be allowed to pick up the 
boy on Friday evening rather than Saturday after- 
noon. A dispute arose over whether he would 
have to take the boy to Saturday morning 
catechism classes pursuant 


The request for more visitation was granted, 
rt of Appeals determined that 
be required to take his son to 
the Catholic catechism classes on his visitation 
weekends. The Court noted that the mother, as 
custodial parent, had the right to deteri 
religious training of the child, ‘and that this was 
the most important consideration. The Court fur- 
ther felt that the requirement to transport the 
catechism classes 
interfere with 


In another recent decision, a Federal District 
Court in Kansas was asked to determine whether 
or not an employer, a Food Service Company, 




















discriminated against an employee on the basis 
of religion. The. employee was a member of the 
Worldwide Church of God, and he refused to 
work on Saturday since thas was the Sabbath in 
his church. Title VII of the Civil Rights Act re- 
quires an employer to take reasonable steps to 
accommodate the religious practices of ~its 
employes. 


In this case, the employer in 198) initiated a 
six-day delivery schedule which included Satur- 
day deliveries. At this time, the management and 
remaining employees agreed to accommodate 
the plaintiff's religious beliefs by allowing him to 
work as a warehouseman Monday through Fri- 
day. As a result of route expansion and injuries 
to other employees, several workers began to 
express resentment dver his refusal to work 
Saturdays. In 1983, the worker was injured, and 
when he returned to work he was informed he 
would have to wark an occasional Saturday. 
When he refused, he was terminated. 
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did not 


The Court determined here that the employer 
the father's 


made reasonable attempts to accommodate the 
employee's religious practices. The Court felt 
that if the employér had continued to guarantee 
him Saturdays off, this would have worked an un- 
due hardship on the company.

Recently the clients served in the 
residential program operated by 
Mental Health Services, Southern 
Madison County, have been receiv- 
ing considerable attention in the 
Press-Record and Journal. I 
believe it is important for the com- 
munity to Know more about our ser- 
vices for the mentally and. emo- 
tionally ill citizens in the Granite Ci- 
ty area: 

Our agency works with a number 
of recovering and recovered mental 
health clients. One of the important 


ways to assure that these adults can _ 


develop the ability to live successful- 
ly on their own in the community is a 
supportive residential apartment 
where they can learn independent 
living skills. 

Those selected for admission to 
these apartments must meet certain 
criteria and they must follow a treat- 
ment plan, which may include voca- 
tional rehabilitation and classes to 
develop social and other necessary 
skills. Those who have a history of 
anti-social behavior are excluded. 


Many of these clients reach the 
goal of independent living in society. 
Those who do not may have to live in 
a more institutionalized setting 
where their needs are met or 
perhaps live under the care of 
relatives. =

State pension 
changes voted 


A bill several changes in 
the public pension system, including 
increases for participants in the 
State Employee, State University 
and Downstate Teachers’ Retire- 
ment Systems, has passed the 
House. 

State Rep. Sam Wolf, D-Granite 
City, chairman $f the House Com- 
mittee on Personnel and Pensions, 
said, ‘‘House Bill 2630 prohibts any 
further investment of state pension 
dollars in companies doing business 
in South Africa. This will show 
leaders _of- South Africa _that_ the 
citizens of Illinois do not support 
their racial discriminatin policies. 
This action speaks loudly of Illinois’ 
commitment to ending apartheid. 

“The bill also contains numerous 
provisions “affecting various A as 
ticipants in the system.” bill: | 

® Provides that-a 3 percent cost- 
of-living increase for retired 
downstate police officers and 
firefighters begins at age 55 instead 
of 60. 

@ Provides a minimum annuity of 
$15 per year of services up to $450 for 
members—of the State Employee, 
State University and Downstate 
Teachers Retirement Systems. 

@ Provides a monthly increase in 
annuity, as well as $i times the 
years in receipt of benefits for 
members of the State Employee’s, 
State Universities and Downstate 
Teachers’ Retirement Systems 
whose benefits began before Jan. 1, 
1977. This amounts to a $40-$45 per 
month increase in benefits for these 
individuals. 

e@ Raises the cap on funds 
available for group health insurance 
to $20 million per year to enable the 
Downstate Teachers System to con- 
tinue paying half of these insurance 
costs. This provides savings of up to 
$70 per month to participants. 

@ Provides for separate tax rates 
under the local tax levy to encom- 
pass the cost of federally-mandated 
Medicare for newly-hired certified 
school district employees. 

“Increases in benefits were long 
overdue,” Wolf said. ‘‘Many of the 
retirees have been living at or near 
the poverty level. 

“The contents of this bill represent 
many hours of negotiation with the 
various organizations affected by 
the Retirement System. I am pleas- 
ed that’a compromise was reached 
and that the House approved the 
compromise.’’

region to be 2,402,200 as of Jan. 1. 

EACH YEAR, the eounci 
prepares the estimates for use in 
various planning, environmental 
and transportation studies. 

According to the new study, the 
population of. the bi-state area has 
grown by 78,357 persons or 3.4 per- 
cent since 1980. 

The census set the population 
count at 2,323,843. 

‘THE POPULATION estimates are 
derived from several major in- 
dicators of demographic change, 
and reflect a combination of 
in em ent, school enrollments, 
households, births and deaths. 

With the exception of school 
enroliments, all the indicators 
studied suggest that this region’s 
population is increasing. 

Employment has risen strongly 
Since 1583, when a strenghthening of 
the economy brought about a partial 
recovery from the recession. 

During this post-recession period, 
both basic industries, such as auto, 
aircraft and food manufacturing, 
and non-basic industries, including 
businesses and services, have, with 
minor exceptions, remained 
relatively healthy. 

GROWTH IN NUMBER of 
households has paralleled the 
employment trends. Both births and 
deaths have increased continually 
since 1984. 

Conversely, school enrollments 
have continually declined since 1980, 
reflecting: age-structure shifts,

Franklin and St. Clair indicate 
gains of 6,100 and 1,800 since 1980. 

The City of St. Louis shows a 
population loss of 17,200 and Monroe 
County retains its 1980 level.
